LEVY MAYER SPEAKS AS COUNSEL. 


Says New York Broker Tried to Get Og- 
den Franchise and Failed. 


Among some who ought to be familiar 
with the facts much of the New York dis- 


patch was discredited. It was said that 


though Messrs, Hopkins and Lanehart were 
in New York they were not there on the 
mission ascribed to them, The report was 


. attributed to one or more of several mo- 


tives: To influence the bull movement in the 
stock; to induce Lanehart and his asso- 
ciates to consider a proposition of sale, 
which, it is said, has been frequently made 
to him by representatives of the trust; to

Levy Mayer, counsel of the Ogden com- 
pany, was seen-at a late hour last night at 
his home. He said: 

“I left New York Sunday and saw Mr. 
lLanehart last on my way to. the train... I 
am fully conversant with Mr. Larnehart’s 
Mission to New York, as he was in frequent 
conference with me. I heard that ex- 
Mayor Hopkins was staying at the same 
hotel with Mr. Lanehart. I did not see Mr. 


..Hopkins, because he was absent most of the 


time in Philadelphia and receiving treat- 
went for his throat from Dr. Weir-Mitchell. 

“It is unjust to couple Mr. Hopkins’ naine 
with the Ogden Gas company. The charge 
is untrue and is circulated for sinister pur- 
poses, A certain prominent Wall street 
broker endeavored to get me to arrange for 
an interview with Mr. Lanehart, so as to 
effect, if possible, an arrangement by whic!) 
the Ogden franchise might be possibly ac- 
quired as a comprehensive franchise to take 
in by purchase or otherwise the properties 
of the various companies constituting the 
gas trust. This broker is a man of high and 
influential standing, and I told him I knew 
that the ordinance was not for sale, but that 
Mr. Lanehart and his associates were in 
good faith moving forward in their arrange- 
ments to build and operate gas works. In 
fact, they have made more rapid progress 
in the time which has elapsed since the 
ordinance was passed than any other gas 
company in a similar period. 

“T had a talk with Mr. Lanehart about 
the matter, and the latter was so deter- 
mined that the broker should not even en- 
tertain the idea that at Mr. Lanehart’s re- 
quest I wrote out a telegram on the train 
and sent it to the residence of this broker.

HISTORY OF THE OGDEN ORDINANCE 


How Famdéus-Measure Was Introduced 
and Pat Through the Council. 

Fhe Ogden Gas company’s franchise was 

by the City Council the night.of 
Feb. 25. .1t followed the franchise of the 
Cosmopolitan Electric company, which was 
| passed’ the same evening, and, had the pro- 
gram been carried out, the Commercial 
Heat and Power company’s ordinance 
would have passed the same evening. 

The Cosmopolitan Electric company’s 
‘ordinance was substituted for the ordinance 
of the Norwood Construction company, in- 
troduced: Dec. 27, 1894, and placed on file 
Feb. 18, 1896. It was rushed through the 
Ceuncil, and after a motion to adjourn had 
been defeated Ald. McGillen was called to 
the chair and Ald. Powers moved to take 
from the file the ordinance of the City and 
County Gas company. It had been filed 
Jan. 21. <A fight, of course, was made 
against this by the minority, but Ald. Pow- 
ers was backed by a phalanx of thirty-eight 
stalwarts and had his way. He then in- 


troduced the Ogden Gas company ordinance | 


as a substitute for the measure taken from 
the file. The ordinance was passed, after 
some filibustering, without being read, re- 
ceiving thirty-eight affirmative votes to 
twenty-two negative votes. 

The ordmance is As broad ’a measure on 
this subject as has gone through the Council 
for some time, except the Universal Gas 
company’s ordinance. It does not ma- 
terially differ from that measure. Under 
it the company can spread its pipes all over 
the city, and about the only restriction it 
contains that an ordinary gas trust com: 
pany might object to would be the section 
establishing the price, ‘The maximuny price 
is fixed ut 90 cents a thousand: cubic feet, 
providing the company shall have the right 
4o collect an additional 10 cents if the 
amount is not paid -by a certain date in 
each. month...The price of .gas.to the city

We submit, therefore, that the 
rights and property of our citizens, female as 
well as male, are better protected. and more 
intelligently cared for than they would be 
by establishing woman suffrage. 

“We submit that woman suffrage will not 
prove a’ benefit, but rather an injury, to the 
family, which is.the basis of growth and 
prosperity of the State. 

“For the welfare of the community as a 
whole we urge those who vote, whether men 
or women, to vote ‘ho.’ ”

KILLING ‘THE LAKE-FRONT ORDINANCE.

LORD SACKVILLE’S TALE OF WOE. 

If only one-half of the remarkable story of 
Mr. T.. Zell Hoover of Washington, D. C.. 
be true, Lord Sackville, ex-British Minister 
to the United States, will shortly become 
an object of public comimiseration. The 
punishment which Mr. Cleveland's Burch- 
ard suffered seems almost more than fitted 
to the crime. To begin with, Lord Sackville 


i wrote a letter from Beverly, Sept. 13, 1888, 


to the mythical Mr. Murchison of Califor- 
hia, advising him and all other Anglo- 
“Americans to work and vote for Mr. Cleve- 
land because the policy of the Democratic 
party was best adapted to advance British 
interests in, this country. Lord Sackville 
regards this letter as simply “ incautious.” 
The administration at Washington did not 
take so charitable a view of it. It was 
looked upon as impertinent and stupid, and 
as the outcome of it he was incontinently 
fired as a persona non grata and lost his 
position and his wages. This was the first 
penalty which he paid, 

Now comes the statement of Mr. Hoover, 
a rather unsavory but apparently truthful 
Milesian adventurer, that Lord Sackville 
was the victim of another plot, in which 
Hoover and one Jessup figured and which 
was of so grewsome a character that he 
sought shelter for a time on a Federal gun- 
boat. Again it was a mysterious letter, in 


was a l"enian dynamite plot to blow him and 
his legation building sky high. Both Hoover 
and Jessup played the confidence game 
upon him so adroitly that between them 
they got several thousand dollars out of 
him, which they accomplished by sangui- 
nary stories related te him and by planting 
harmless lead pipes under his porch. 
Lioover says he had “four months of mighty 
easy picking.” Hoover is now lamenting 
because Jessup got more than he did, and 
thinks that if he had been a little more 
grasping he might have sent Sackville home 
in the steerage. But in his own language, 
“a feller never knows, wen he has a good 
thing, how ter nurse it.” Had Hoover kept 
his.plot to himself he might have accumu- 
lated quite a little fortune, but he let Jessup 
into it and employed go-betweens, Coyner, 
the carpenter, Joseph and. Hirsch, the con- 
stables, and the redoubtable John Pope 
Hodnett, all of whom soon heeame princi- 
pals ‘and began bleeding the Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
of Great Britain on their own account. 
Between them all Sackville’s life became a 
burden to him. Plots followed plots, and 
dynamite bombs began to spring up as 
thickly as mushrooms, so that it must have 
been a relief to him when he 
“blarsted country” and was once more 
enseonced safely under the British A%gis. 
This was the second penalty which he paid. 

The Sackville cup, however, was not yei 
filed. It was bad enough to have been 
fooled y ith the fatal letter of the mythical 
Murchison, to have had a confidence game 
played upon him by mythical Fenians, to 
have lost thousands of dollars and even 
tually his position, and to have been obliged 
to pack up and go home in official disgrace, 
but a more humiliating incident was in 
store, which demonstrates the sorrow likely 
to overtake a man who is destitute of im- 
agination and humor. In the midst of ail 
these troubles came a letter from an enter- 
prising Bowery showman offering him 
$2,000 a week and expenses if he and his 
suite would. hold ‘two levees daily in his 
“palatial museum.” 
he does not see the joke of the offer, but sets 
it down in his recent brochure as a serious, 
premeditated -business arrangement, and 
philosophizes upon it as a demonstration of 
the low depths of depravity to which Amer- 
icans have fallen. 

Finally in his brochure Lord Sackville re- 
fers to Don M. Dickinson as the member oi 
Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet who was mainly 
responsible for his dismissak Mr. Dickin 
son sums up his opinion of Sackville in the 
following sententious fashion: “I have no 
hesitation in saying that he is now and al- 
ways has been an infernal ass.” If there 
were any doubt about this his own pam- 
phiet would demonstrate the truth of the 
eharge and sufficiently establish his rela- 
tionship to Dogberry. It is given to few men 
to raise a guffaw round the world, but Sir 
Lionel Sackville-West, late Envoy Extraor- 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary from 
the Court of St. James to the United States, 
has accomplished the feat..

THE SUNDAY SALOON QUESTION. - 

The rotten and rejected Tammanyites of 
New York confidently expect to get back 
into power on the issue of nonenforcing their 
own Sunday liquor laws. 

Certain fanatics and frauds are trying to 
start a Sunday closing crusade in this city 
under the old, obsolete law of 1818, in order 
to restore a Hopkins administration intc 
control of the City Government. But that 
law cannot be revived and twisted to help 
their scheme. They have .been threaten- 
ing mandamus or impeachment proceed- 


ings to compel the Mayor to play into their © 


hands. But the law is against them. ‘hese 
are the facts: 

There has been on the statute books for 
seventy-seven yeurs a provision that who- 
ever keeps open a salvon Sunday shall be 
punished by fine. But there is a law of 
much later date kuown as the city incor- 
poration act, under which Chicago is living. 
It was passed in 1872, That act empowers 
the Council— 


To “‘license,"’ regulate, and prohibit the selling 
or giving away of any intoxicating malt, vinous, 


mixed, or fermented liquor, the license not to ex-. 


tend beyond the municipal year in which it shall 
be granted, and to determine the amount to be 
paid for such “‘license’’; Provided, that “‘in grant- 
ing licenses’’ such corporate authorities sha) 
comply with’ whatever general law of the State 
shall be in force relative to the granting of 
licenses. 

There. fa such ‘a “general law.” It is 
known ak the dram-shop’act. One of its 
provisions, adopted in 1883, is that— 

Hereafter it shall not be lawful for the corporate 
authorities of any city, town, or village in this State 
to grant a license for the keeping of any dramshop 
except upon the payment, in advance, into the treas- 
ury of thecity, town, or village granting the license 
such sum as may be determined by the respective 
authorities of such city, town, or village, not lers 
than at the rate of $500 per annum. Provided, 
that in all cases where a license for the sale of 
malt liquors only is granted the city, town, or vil- 
lage granting such license may grant the same on 
the payment in advance of the sum of not less than 
$150 per annum. 

Acting under the broad grant of power in 
its charter the Chicago Common Council 
has adopted a saloon license ordinince 
which provides among other things that the 
licensee must— 

Keep closed Sunday al) doors opening out upon 
the street from the bar or room where such dram- 
shop is kept; and that all windows.opening upon 
any street’ from such bar or room shall. Sundays, 
be provided with blinds. shuttersi or curtains; so 
as to obstruct the view from such street into such 
room. 

The demand is made now that the Mayor 
violate that ordinance of the City Councii 
by ordering his police force to arrest the 
men who have taken out licenses under it. 
He is asked to disregard the law of 1872 
with its general grant of power to all City 
Councils and assume that a much older law 
is of greater force: The courts have de- 
cided that when a man whose good charac- 
ter is not questioned asks for a license the 
Mayor is obliged to give it to him, though 
by the face of that license the man is au- 
thorized to sell Sundays. It is not the 
Mayor’s business to set himself up against 
the Supreme Court and defy its decisions. 

Supposing Mayor Swift were to attempt 
to violate the license ordinance and stop 
the sale of liquor Sundays. What could he 
do? Simply order his police to collect evi- 
dence on which warrants could be sworn 
out, and the offenders brought before [us- 
tices of the Peace, where they could de- 
mand a jury trial. If indicted on the tes- 
timony of the police they would have to be 


tried in the Criminal Court by jurors three- | 


fourths of whom are in the habit of drink- 
ing beer Sundays. 

As there is no city ordinance making it 
an offense to sell liquor Sunday the Mayor 
cunnot revoke licenses for that reason, nor 


can men be sent to the bridewell for selling 


Sunday. He would not have those sweep- 
ing powers he has at his command as re- 
gards disorderly kept houses. 

The Mayor can do nothing more against 
saloons than the present city ordinances de- 
mand unless the Council shall pass an ordi- 
nance empowering him to do something 
niore. There are but few Aldermen who 
will vote for a Sunday closing ordinance, 
and those fanatics who are snarling at the 
Mayor know it. Ignorantly or intention- 
ally they are playing into the hands of the 
late local Tammany, which would like to 
get up a Sunday issue so as to be lifted back 
into power and plunder.

In 1820 the number of oper- 
atives in an English weaving mill exceeded’ 
the number of looms, Now there usually are 
four looms to an operative, and in this coun- 
try there are six to eight. The weekly prod- 
uct of 40-s twist per spindle was nearly 
three times as great in 1890 as in 1812, though 
the working day has been reduced from 
twelve hours to about nine anda half. The 
operative tends two or three times as much 
machinery as his father did, gets better 
wages, and the product is sold for much less 
to the consumer.

CROP CONDITIONS HERE AND ABROAD 


General Decline in Leading Staples 
Except Oats, Rye, and Barley. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 14—Reports to 
the Agricultural Department show a de- 
cline in all leading crops, except oats, rye, 
and barley. The summary shows a wide- 
spread reduction in the condition of pota- 
toes, due largely to drought. Minnesota re- 
ports, with an enormous crop, the.tubers 
do not pay for digging. Sweet potatoes, too, 
have suffered seriously from lack of rain. 
The condition of tobacco declined over 2 
points. September. drought and frosts are 
the principal causes of the lowered condi- 
tion. The general average of rice is 90.3, a 
decline of 4 points, due principally to 
drought. The product of hops is returned 
at 80.9 per cent of afullcrop. The quality 
ls generally good, except in Washington. 
Sugar cane shows a general falling off, 
due to drought. The effect of the severe 
winter jis seen in stubble cane fields. Sor- 
ghum seems to have suffered but little, but 
in Virginia low conditions east of the 
Bide Ridge reduce the general average to

The continued drought, hot weather, and 
high winds of September caused premacure 
ripening and dropping of apples, resulting 
in a loss of over 2 points. e average con- 
dition now stands at 70.6. 

The British cereal trade concludes that 
the world’s wheat crop this year is about 
100,000,000 bushels less than that of 1894, 
with a greatly reduced quantity fed to stock, 
leaving about the same quantity for human 
beings.

Washington's Fareweil Address, wherein he 
warned his counatrymen against “ entangling 
alliances” with foreign European powers. Sev- 
enty-two years ago, when some Europeans na- 
fons were inclined to meddle in the affairs of 
some South American republics, whese inde- 
pendence this country had recognized, President 
Monroe said: 

With the existing colonies or dependencies of 
any European power we have not interfered, and 
shali not interfere. Bat with the [South Amer- 
ican | governments who have declared their in- 
dependence and maintained it and whose inde- 
pendence we have,on great consideration and 
on just principles, ackuowied we could not 
view any interposition for thé purpose of op- 
press them, or controliing in any manner 
their , by any Karopean power, in any 
other light than as the menifestation of an un- 
friendly disposition towards the United States.

GOBS MAD AT HER HUSBAND’S GRAVE 


Some Light on the Strange Case of Mra. 
Fred Walker. 


Guelph, Ont., Oct. 14.—[{Special.}—Hugh 
Walker, father of Fred Walker, tonight said 
his son wrote to his mother regularly and 
never once mentioned that he was married. 
Mrs. McIntire vaguely said they were mar- 
ried in 1893. She also wrote requesting per- 
mission to visit his grave, and said she 
would stay at a hotel. 

On her arrival here, Oct. 3, she was met at 
the station by Mr. Walker and taken to his 
home. Shortly afterwards it was discov- 
ered she was mentally’ deranged. Phy- 
sicians were called, but she got violent and 
tried to do herself injury and had to be put 
in the lockup for safe keeping. 

Mr. Walker telegraphed and wrote her sis- 
ter, but received no reply. On the advice ef 
the attending physicians she was sent back 
to her sister’s place in Chicago, a Guelph 
man being engaged to take care of her on the 
journey. He has returned and says she was 
guiet until within some few hours of their 
destination, when she got violent and broke 
the car window, and before reaching Chi- 
cago relapsed into unconsciousness. 

HE MAY HAVE BEEN MURDERED. 
Some Suspicious Circumstances Sar~- 
rounding Watlker’s Death. 

Detroit, Mith., Oct. 14.—[Special.}—~The 
body of Bookmaker Fred Walker was picked 
up in Lake Erie, near Amhertsburg, Ont, 
Wednesday evening, Aug. 13. On examinar 
tion there was found what seemed to be a 
bullet wound in the skull, in addition to a 
bad fracture,either of which the doctors said 
would have been sufficient to cause death. 
A post-mortem examination revealed the 
fact that the lungs were empty, which, the 
physicians declared, was proof life was ex- 
tinct when the body entered the water. 

The next day the body was shipped to 
Walker’s relatives at Guelph, Ont. Al Tay- 
lor, a roommate of Walker, discovered 
several letters in which Walker said he in- 
tended to commit’suicide. Some suspicion 
w thrown on the authenticity of the let+ 
ters, but.this was apparently dispelled,when, 
the following day, Mrs. Walker arrived in 
Detroit, and positively identified the hand- 
writing in the letters as that of her husband,
